judson  progressed  into  it's  second  season  of  baseball  gaining  a  respectable  record  of  8  and  12.  the 
season  was  highlighted  by  the  team's  outstanding  hitting,  judson  led  the  4-state  area  in  batting  aver- 
ages at  .300,  allowing  their  opponents  an  average  of  only  .227.  bruce  mulholland,  gary  keesling,  and 
dennis  gade  were  outstanding  at  the  plate,  while  gade  and  keesling  led  the  team  in  total  hits  at  26 
apiece,  although  the  hitting  doesn't  show  it,  injuries  hindered  the  eagle's  defense,  ron  noe  sustained  an 
injury  to  his  throwing  arm  and  mulholland  a  fractured  wrist,  the  situation  caused  complications  to 
coach  smith  as  he  had  to  shift  men  out  of  their  native  positions  to  cover  for  the  injuries  effectively. 

gary  keesling  was  again  most  outstanding  as  he  extablished  a  new  niic  pitching  record  of  15  stri- 
keouts in  one  game  against  geroge  williams.  niic  all-conference  selections  were  bruce  mulholland, 
dennis  gade,  and  woody  smith. 

in  addition  to  the  time  and  effort  of  practice  the  coach  and  several  of  the  players  helped  in  develop- 
ing a  new  diamond  which  will  be  judson' s  home  ground  in  competition,  the  coach  casts  an  optimistic 
eye  on  the  1971  season  losing  only  one  senior,  brent  weber.
